(;en.,John H. Morgan's command. 
The phrase "Morgan's Men" has 
come down to us as synonymous with 
all that is daring and courageous in 
war. .And not a man of that dashing 
division better earned such a rei)utii- 
tion than Mr. Givens Calm, but in- 
trepid, modest, but unflinching where 
duty called, he was such a soldier as 
would bring pride to any com- 
mander. 

The best evidence of a man's con- 
duct, in war as in peace, is that of 
those who have seen him put to the 
test. Among Mr. Givens' companions 
in arms was George Alcorn, long 
since deceased. In a letter to his fa- 
ther, the la'e .Mfred .Mcom, dated 
Nov. l.S, IKii.i, now in the possession 
of Mrs. W. II. HiL'L'ins. a sist-r of 
George .Mcorn. the letter referred to 
.Mr. (livens in these terms: " 1 <lesire 
to fight liy no braver man than Mack 
Helm and James (Jivens." .Aniy only 
recently an old comrade who served 
in the same company with him re- 
marked: "The South had no better 
soldier than Jim Givens." 

When Morgan made his famous 
raid into Ohio, Mr. Givens was with 
him. Along iHth most of the com- 
mand, he was captured, imprisoned, 
then exchanged and later was one of 
the guard of honor that sen-ed as 
personal escort to Jefferson Davis 
when he left Richmond in the last 
days of the conflict. He followed the 
".Stars and Bars" till that flag waa 
girled forever, surrendering at Ath- 
Ga., in May l&Or>. 

The war over, he returned to 
Lincoln county, and took up again 
the threads of civil Ufa, so sadly dis- 
ordered by the call to arms. Thence- 
forth he lived here: a man without 
guile, of blameless integrity, whose 
dealings with his fellow man were al- 
ways scrupulously honorable, and 
who truly numbered his friends by 
his acquaintances. 

He evinced deep interest in public 
affairs, eager to r.form himscdf con- 
cerning state and national policies of 
go\ ernmaat Ha waa a Ufa laag Dem- 
ocrat. 

While never seeking to make a 
display of his religious views, he was 
a firm believer in the principles of 
the Christian religion, and was of 
Presbyterian persuasion. 

Mr. Givens never married. Ha is 
aurvivad by one sister, Mia. Battle 
McKinney and a brother, R. H. 
Givens. A brother Walker Givens 
(lied many years ago, while three sis- 
ters preceded him to eternity; Miss 
Lettie (Jivi'ns, Miss Belle Givens 
and Mrs. Anne Alcorn, wife of Dr. 
Edward Akom, of Hoatonvilla.
